Cauſes, by the aforeſaid Method; But purging 
Medicines ought to be uſed here with Caution, for 
fear of increa ſing the Relaxation af the Parts, 
The Water is alla good for the Gravel, as may _ 
be ſeen from Caſe, II. of Mr. Null.
